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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed 13 February 2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The newly added subject is detailed below in 
the §1 12 first paragraph rejections section. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 8, 10, 18, 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

4. Claim 8 recites, "access control to a physical location beyond said control point", which 
is not supported by the specification. The specification talks solely about different control points, 
but is silent with respect to physical locations beyond the control points. 
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5. Claim 10 recites a method where the control point is authenticated via transmissions by 
the control point, which is not supported by the specification. The specification shows methods 
of authenticating the token via transmissions by the control point (Fig. 3, element 122 & Fig. 4), 
and the specification shows authenticating the control point via transmissions by the token (Fig. 
3, element 124 & Fig. 5). Figure 3 block 106 briefly discusses that a control point operator can 
approve a control point and store information about the control point in the database of control 
points, but does not disclose receiving a control point authentication request from the control 
point, authenticating the control point based on the request and the data in the database, and then 
transmitting the result back to the control point. 

6. Claim 18 recites, "access control to a location beyond a physical location of said control 
point", which is not supported by the specification. The specification talks solely about different 
control points, but is silent with respect to physical locations beyond the control points. 

7. Claim 33 recites, "obtaining physical access to a location beyond a physical location of a 
control point" and "obtaining access to said physical location beyond said control point", which 
is not supported by the specification. The specification talks solely about different control points, 
but is silent with respect to physical locations beyond the control points. 

8. Claim 34 recites, "said token receives authentication of said control point from said 
control point", which is not supported by the specification. The specification discloses that the 
token and the token issuer interact to authenticate the control point (page 7, lines 10-12). 

9. Claim 35 recites, "said control point receives authentication of said token from said 
token", which is not supported by the specification. The specification discloses that the control 
point authenticates the token (page 6, lines 7-8). 
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Election/Restrictions 

10. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1, 4, 6, 8, 9, 27-32, drawn to a method of authenticated a control point 
over a network as requested by a token, classified in class 713, subclass 172. 

II. Claims 10, 11, 14-19, drawn to a method of self-requested authentication of a 
control point over a network, classified in class 713, subclass 168. 

III. Claims 33-35, drawn to a method of obtaining physical access to a location 
beyond a physical location of a control point, classified in class 713, subclass 170. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

1 1 . Inventions HII are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as control point authentication as 
requested by a token. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

12. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

13. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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14. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

15. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1 . 143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

16. The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

17. Should apphcant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In 
either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention.
